his Forces would be (3t necefiity required: } But 
if the enemie chance to cauſe any Allarum in- 
Geede, it is his pollicie then to cauſe the Campe

ftickes, or ſome other priuate watch- word, or 
ſome Warning- pecce, which when the enemie - 
perceiues that the-Campe 1s 1a Armes without 
any manacr of Allarum, will much amaze and 
teriify them, to finde themin ſuch readinefle, da- 
ring them 2nd thcir affronts.

formes the ſame, the one halfe marcheth through 
the Deuifion , and the orher by the right hand 
fancke, to the front, and ſo by the laſt ranke con-
